World Registration Gains 
ECENT statistics from the Department of Commerce 
R indicate that during the year 1926 the world gained 
3,176,638 motor vehicles, and this increases the total in use 
throughout the world to 27,650,267. 
At the present time the estimated population of the 
world is somewhere around 1,750,000,000. On this basis, 
there is a motor vehicle in the world for each sixty-four and 
a fraction inhabitants of the troubled old globe. In the 
matter of density, the motor population is not very evenly 
distributed. The ratio of cars to people will run from the 
four and a fraction inhabitants to every motor vehicle, which 
is the proud boast of the United States, to a single car for a 
whole savage country, tucked away in some forgotten wrinkle 
of the earth’s surface. 
However, we are making progress. The American idea 
in motor transportation of a universal function available to 
rich and poor alike is spreading to other countries in pro- 
portion to their financial prosperity. Slowly the wounds of 
war are healing and the nations are beginning to get back 
to.what was once normal. Living conditions are improving 
as the world gets back to work and the ordinary man begins 
to earn a surplus above the actual cost of living. England is 
noting that its working classes are beginning to buy cars, 
and in the years to come we may expect to see British labor 
adopt motor transportation as labor has done in this coun- 
try. The market for motor vehicles never will show satura- 
tion until the whole world has achieved the same degree of 
motorization that we have in this country. 





JUDGMENT CREDITOR’S LIEN 
ON AUTOMOBILE UNDER MIS- 
SISSIPPI STATUTE. 

Under Mississippi Code 1906, 819, 
authorizing a lien on a defendant’s 
property after enrolling judgment, 
the Mississippi Supreme Court holds, 
Gerlach-Barlow Company vs. Ellett, 
111 So. 92, that a judgment creditor 
did not waive his lien on an au- 
tomobile levied on by authorizing 
the sheriff to release the first levy 
of execution. The purchaser of the 
car from the judgment debtor could 
not complain of the enforcement of 
the judgment creditor’s lien where 
he was not misled in any way; 
since he was bound to take notice 
of the Mississippi statute law on 
judgment liens, and he was charged 
with knowledge of the judgment 
creditor’s lien when he bought the 
car from the judgment debtor. 


CHATTEL MORTGAGE — PRIOR- 
IT¥Y OF LIEN—DESCRIPTION 
OF AUTOMOBILE. 

The Tennessee Supreme Court 
holds, Owen vs. George Cole Motor 
Company, 292 S. W. 1, that the lien 
of a duly recorded mortgage on an 
automobile is superior to the com- 
mon-law lien of an artisan for re- 
pairs thereon. 

It is also held that an automo- 
bile is sufficiently. described in a 
chattel mortgage thereon by giving 
the motor number, which is the 





usual method of identifying such 
property.
